Havana, July 8.--La Lucha publishes 
a statement regarding matters which 
Its conductors say they have l)t'en In 
veetigating and carefully guarding toe 
several weeks, owing to the reticence 
of those concerned and the desire of 
the latter to avoid a premature dis- 
closure, leading to a possible failure 
of their plana. Tbe paper will say: 

"Cuba during the last few months 
has been a land of many surprises. 
The latest is the establishment of a 
Royalist party. A well-known Cuban 
general, who clalme to be a descend- 
ant of Charlemagne, is reported to be 
the head of the party. The Cuban gen- 
eral in question is said to be dissatis- 
tfi with American rule. He thinks 
that what Cuba needs is a republic 
but a strong hand at the helm like bis 
own. He is of tbe opinion that the 
people of tbe Latin race prefer ropalty 
and the possible honora aeeralng under 
a monarchlal regime. 

"According to sueh other reports of 
this bombastic sfheme as have leaked 
out the promoter has represented that 
he win persuade a majority of the 
alcaldes to give the movement their 
support by promising to make tbesn 
dukes, counts and barons. It is also in 
the plans to form a Cuban legion of 
honor." 

Tbe theory is that it would be par- 
ticularly acceptable to such families as 

already have titles from the crown of 
Spain and to Spaniards residing in 
Cuba, who, owing to business or ot he- 
considerations, have been compelled to 
forfeit their patents of nobility. The 
promoters of the movement allege that 
they expect financial assistance from 
these soaroes, as the plan promises to 
substitute equal dignities aad positions 
for those that have been forfeited. 

MnUmr •m Board a Crniaar. 

Philadelphia, July 8.— A mutiny de- 
veloped on the cruiser Panther, now at 

League Island navy yard, while on her 
way from San Juan, Porto Rico, to 
this port. It was neceesary to place 24 
men In irons. While the Panther was 

at San Juan, it is said, the greater 
portion of her crew rebelled against 
the food, and asked to be transferred. 
Several desertions occurred. On the 
voyage home it became necessary to 
place a nunibrr of the crew in confine- 
ment, although thne was no open or 
Violent breach of discipline manifest- 
ed. It is statted that tbe Insubordina- 
tion Ikis been reported to the navy de- 
partment at Washington.

Cartprville, Ills.. July 3.— Had it 
not been for tbe militia patrolling the 
streets strangers would hardly guess 
that tbe little city was in the midst of 
a struggle between capital and labor.

Madrid. July 3.— Advices from Se- 
ville and Saragoesa report all quiet 
there, but tbe precautionary measures 
are continued. There has been a slight 
disturbance in Constantina in the 
province of Seville. At Badalona. 
about fix miles northeast of Barcelona, 
more than 30 persons were injured 
during rioting, some fatally. 

Duel Over a Woman.

Tha Ohio Valley Pulley Works, which 
had thia aaaaon iMooma one of Maya* 

ville's bUBieet and most prosperous in- 
dustrial enterprises,, is a maaa of ruins 
to-day. ■ ^ 

Aboot 7:30 o'clock laat Sajarda j even- 

ing the building caught fire from the 
boiler-room, and the flames swept 
through it with startling rapidity.^ 

The factory was aitoatad about fifty 
yards aonth of Foraat aTaaa* and J oat 
west of the old Mayaville race course. 
The nearest water plug on Forest avenue 
was 1,000 feet away, and the fire depart- 
ment foond It naoeaaary to '■attach the 
hose to plugs on Central avenue, or Third 
street, and carry them across the lots to 
the burning building. Under the cir- 
camstancea it was practically impoaaible 
to save tbe building. 

Mr. Glenn, the night watchman, was 
on the second floor sweeping out. The 
shavings and trash are carried to the 
boila^room by means of a chute, and it 
was in these shavings the fire started. 
When Mr. Glonn discovered it the blaze 
was only a few feet high. He had to run 
to another part of the building to gat a 
bucket of water. By tha time be re- 
turned the flames had spread so rapidly 
that all his efforts could avail but little. 
In the maantime the alarm had been 
given. Aa la generally tha eaaa tha peo- 
ple most all rushed to tha fire and a half 
dozen men and boys had to tug along 
with the hose carriages. That at least 
was true of aoma of the oompaniea. 

The Limestones reached the scene first, 
and connected with the nearest plug on 
Forest avenue. Tlie company has only 
600 feat of hoae, and it waa necessary 
afttr all thia work wu dona to diaoon* 
nect and carry the hoaa to the plug on 
Central avenue. 

Before any water was thrown.'tbe build- 
ing had collapaed and waa a seething 
.mass of fire. All^at is left of tbe 
structure are tlie brick walls of the boiler 
and engine rooms, and the bent and 
twUtad machinery scattered about in 
confusion where it had fallen when the 
li'jors collapsed. Every one of the many 
tine machines was ruined. 

Several piles of fine lumber aonth ol 
the building were aavad in • damaged 
condition. 

Fortunately the wind was not blowing 
at the time. If it had been« many of the 
surrounding buildinga would have bofn 
deatroyed alsiij. As it was only two were 
much damaged. These are just east of 
tbe burned building and belong to Henry 
Bailey and Henry Staveaa, both oolorad. 
Tiie Bailey cottage wai badly damaged. 

The loss on the pulley factory is placed 
at $40,000, and the company only had 
$13,000 ioauMDoe. The company had 
for aome tima baan oompaUad to work at 
a disadvantage by reason of litigation. 
Other companies had' sought to enjoin 
the local company from manufacturing 
tha Sprinkle aplit pulley, but the Maya- 
ville company had won fonr of these 

suits only recently, and was enjoying a 
fine trade. 

Seventy-five hands ware employed in 

the factory and the concern had sutiicieot 
orders booked to keej) works busy for 
several mOntba. One order amounting 
to several thouaand dollars had J oat been 
completed and the pulleys were ready 
for shipment.
